SEOUL, Nov. 12—orv—South Ko­ 
rean infantrymen stormed back to 
recapture three strategic heights on 
••Sniper Ridge and Triangle Hill in 
long, bloody battles Wednesday. 
Wednesday night they threw 
back two 150-man Red jabs at Al­ 
lied positions on Sniper, one in 
40 minutes of hand to hand fight­ 
ing in the flare of huge UN 
searchlights. 
But they failed to throw Chinese 
Communists off the Yoke, a maze 
bf tunnels and caves at the north­ 
e r n end of Sniper which has been 
the key to firm control of the im­ 
portant ridge. 
Republic of Korea troops regain­ 
ed all the ground they lost to fur­ 
ious Red 
artillery-supported 
as­ 
saults Tuesday night. 
That included: 
Pinpoint Hill, dominant height on 
Sniper Ridge, retaken by a five 
hour infantry assault preceded by 
f w hour-long artillery barrage.

Uttle Finger Ridge, as well as 
most of the rest of that ridge. 
Jane Russell Hill, on the north­ 
east edge of Triangle, recaptured 
in a counter attack that began at 
dawn. Two Red companies — 350 
men—wrested the twin peaks from 
the Allies Tuesday night. 
Once they had secured the crest 
f r f Pinpoint, elements of three Rok 
regiments drove northward against 
the Yoke, taking part of it in a 
blast-them-out, burn-them-out bat­ 
tle against entrenched Reds. 
But the South Koreans were 
forced to withdraw before dark. 
The Yoke is a virtually impreg­ 
nable redoubt at night. 
Firm Allied control of 
Sniper 
Ridge has been impossible with the 
Yoke’s tunnels and caves in the 
^mands of the Reds. It was from 
those underground caverns that 
Chinese reinforcements poured to­ 
day at the height of the battle for 
Pinpoint. 
The South 
Koreans had 
been 
pushed off Pinpoint, dominating 
height on Sniper Ridge, Tuesday 
night by 1,500 screaming Chinese 
foot soldiers. The Red assault was 
powered by one of the fiercest Red 
< 
rtillery barrages of the war. It 
ras the 13th time in 29 days that 
the Reds had taken the hill from 
UN forces. 
Despite the UN victory on Pin­ 
point, determined Chinese defen­ 
ders still held sizeable chunks of 
the ridge. 
Heavy fighting was reported on 
nearby Little Finger Ridge. Earlier 
the Roks had been stalled two- 
thirds of the way up the slope by 
t 
hinese hurling huge hand gren- 
des down upon them. The gren­ 
ades as enormous canisters of TNT 
Elsewhere across the 155-mile 
bleak Korean battleline, only minor 
clashes were reported. 


Huge New Industry To Produce

Wiggins, chairman of the APME 
Committee on Freedom of Infor­ 
mation, added these rights: 
“To publish them (government 
facts) without prior restraint or 
censorship; 
“ Access to facilities for dissem­ 
inating these facts; and 
"To distribute these facts to oth­ 
ers.” 
The Washington editor declared 
a “ courageous, enlightened and in­ 
formed press’ is the most effective 
instrument 
for 
obtaining 
these 
rights.” He continued: 
“Newspapermen must carry to 


this fight the best available in­ 
formation on the long struggle to 
establish and maintain access to 
the transactions of government 
indispensable to 
a democratic 
people. 
“This association has been and 
can be of some help in this strug­ 
gle. It is not a fight, however, that 
can be won at any one time or in 
any one place.

New 'Red Tide' 
Of Dead Fish 
Seen In Gulf 


FORT MYERS, Fla., Nov. 12—on 
—Fears were expressed Wednes­ 
day that a new “red tide” has re­ 
turned to Gulf of Mexico waters off 
the Southwest Florida coast, bring­ 
ing death to millions of fish. 
The “ red tide” infestation took a 
heavy toll of fish in these waters 
a few years ago. « Scientists said it 
apparently was caused by an or­ 
ganism in the gills. 
Shrimp boat skippers returning 
from Dry Tortugas and Campeche, 
Mexico, reported the dead fish 
from 70 miles out all the way to 
Fort Myers Beach. 
“ They were packed solid 10 miles 
out,” said Capt. Gordon Ford of 
the shrimp boat Lucky Star. “We 
first started seeing them about 70 
miles out. They got thicker as we 
made it to 20 and at 10 miles we 
were really pushing through them .” 
Capt. Bob Sadler of the shrimp 
boat Savannah, arriving from Dry 
Tortugas, said most of the dead 
fish were poorgies, grouper and 
spot fish. He said he saw dead fish 
from a few miles north of Dry Tor­ 
tugas to Fort Myers beach. 
Residents of Sanibel Island re ­ 
ported a dark-brown discoloration 
of water off the 
island,

thousands of dead fish littered the 
beaches.

Living Skin 
Sprinkled On 
Bums Possible 


ST. LOUIS, Nov. 12 — t*-N c\v 
skin sprinkled from a salt shaker 
to cover burns is a prospect raised 
in a report to the National Acad­ 
emy of Sciences. 
The skin would be quick-frozen, 
dried under a vacuum, then pow­ 
dered and stored under vacuum. 
But the skin would remain alive, 
able to provide a living cover as a 
first step in skin-grafting over 
vere burns. 
The possibility is foreseen in suc­ 
cess in freeze-drying influenza vir­ 
us and other tissues, and finding 
it still alive some time later. 
This work was described by Dr. 
Donald Greiff, professor of biology 
at St. Louis University. He used a 
specially-built apparatus to freeze 
the virus or tissue with dry ice and 
acetone, and dry it under low pres­ 
sure to vaporize the liquid. CoopeJ^ 
ating in the project are Drs. Hen­ 
ry Pinkerton, Herman Blumenthal 
and Masahiro Chiga. 
Glycerine is a second possibility 
for suspended animation of living 
tissues kept in cold storage. It can 
act like an anti-freeze to preserve 
frozen tissues; 
said 
Drs. 
B. 
J. 
Luyet and 
P. M. Gehenio of St, 
Louis University. 
Bathing live tissue« in glycerine 
seems to prevent death by peven­ 
ing formation of a large amount 
of ice crystals in tissues when they 
are frozen, the scientists said.

BOLOGNA, Italy— li) —In the 
golden world of opera there is an 
old fond saying: 
“All singers are crazy and ten­ 
ors are the worst.’*

Not being much of an opera fan 
myself, I always low-rated ten­ 
s o r s , regarding them as a kind of 
high-barking he-soprano. 
That was before I met Giusep­ 
pe di Stefano, who is built like a 
fullback and is rated by some to 
have the best voice to come out 
of Italy since Caruso used to 
pitch notes that would break a 
window. 
At 31 Giuseppe, who doesn’t 
mind being called Joe or Beppo 
or Beppi or any other nickname, 
f is a leading tenor in the Metro­ 
politan Opera Co. in New York, 
a favorite here and in half a doz­ 
en other lands. It is hard to see 
how the movies have overlooked 
him, as the lady fans of long­ 
hair music think he is as hand­ 
some as the late Rudolph Valen­ 
tino. 
• 
His swift and glittering rise 
from poverty has given Joe a 
gusty appreciation of the fruits 
mof success,-but left him ruggedly 
unspoiled. 
‘Some people go through this 
world on a first class ticket, some 
on a second class ticket, but most 
get only a third class ticket,” he 
said. “I was born with a fourth 
class ticket in my mouth, and I 
have never forgotten it.” 
The son of a Sicilian police­ 
man, Joe looked forward dismal­ 
ly to a life of obscure labor until 
•JFat 17 someone discovered the big 
kid had a voice box the world 
needed. He worked like a draft? 
horse through hungry years on 
that voice, tuning it like a violin. 
After he made his debut at La 
Scala, the Milan opera house that 
has been a springboard to great­ 
ness for so many singers, there 
were no more food problems for 
Joe. 
f 
Frances and I visited Joe in 
the new villa he is finishing at 
Marini di Ravenna, a seashore 
resort. 
I decided right then that if I am 
ever born again, I want to be an 
opera tenor. He is a king in his 
world. When Joe lifts his head, 
his mama and his pretty young 
wife, Maria, come running on the 
double to see what the great man 
wants. So do his lawyer, his sec­ 
r e t a r y , his gardener, Iiis house- 
^ man and all their families. A 
tenor, like a matador or a ring 
champion, is always surrounded 
by a retinue of retainers, admir­ 
ers, or strangers who just drop­ 
ped in for a free meal. 
Two days later di Stefano was 
to sing at Bologna, 50 miles away 
Joe woke up and said dismally: 
“ I have a cold. I can’t sing to­ 
night.” 
£ Catastrophe! Mama wept. Ma- 
• r ia paled. 
The lawyer turned 
blue, the secretary passed up 
breakfast. Phones rang and rang 
and rang. 
‘‘OK, I’ll sing,” said Joe. He 
got in his new robin’s egg blue 
Cadillac and started for Bologna. 
He was speeding along a flat 
stretch of road when a dog ran 
out on the highway. Joe, who 
loves animals, swerved sharply. 
i^The car hit a soft shoulder, knoek- 
‘ ed over three stone road mark­ 
ers, then turned turtle and rest­ 
ed upside down in a ditch, wheels 
spinning. 
Joe climbed out unhurt, took 
his wife to a hospital where her 
injured wrist was put in a cast. 
Then they climbed into another 
car and rode on to Bologna. 
I was in the audience that 
night. The opera was La Bheme, 
0one of Joe’s favorites. In the first 
act during a duet he hit a high 
*‘C” and the opera fans became 
absolutely delirious. It was like 


Babe Ruth knocking his third 
homerun in a game. At the end 
of the opera, Joe had to take a 
dozen curtain calls. 
Later Joe, cheerfully wading 
through a 
plate 
of 
spaghetti, 
said: 
‘‘You know when that car turn­ 
ed over, I think it cured 
my 
cold.” 
Now I realize what a real tenor 
really is. Like a champ in any 
field, he’s a guy who can do his 
best in an emergency that un­ 
nerves ordinary people.

ARMISTICE DAY, 1952 
EXCEPT FOR TWO DECADES between 
faorld War I and World War II it has been 
the fate of Armistice Day to be commem­ 
orated amidst war and rumors of war. 
If a generation be, as it is reckoned, 30 
years, then more than a generation has 
passed since the first Armistice Day. The 
young men now being drafted into t h e 
Arm y were not alive when World War I 
ended. Those who are now being called up 
for military service rem em ber World War 
II as lads. It is certain that past, present 
and potential combat men are ardent for 
peace. 
We live now in an intermediate state be­ 
tween peace and war. There is technical 
peace in Europe; there is an undeclared 
w ar in the F ar East. The United States is 
engaged in a great national effort to re­ 
arm itself and to rearm its allies. T h i s 
quasi-mobilization is disruptive of most of 
our normal lives. Who, whether eligible to 
service or not, can plan his future? 
On this Armistice Day, in which we 
paused in reverence to our war dead, re­ 
m em brance alone was not enough. Let us 
hold the valiant in tender recollection. Let 
us rem em ber November II, 1911, when the 
hearts of the p e o p le s of the world beat with 
relief, gratitude and a new hope. 
Without that hope, the hope of a perm a­ 
nent peace, true honor cannot be shown 
our dead, for in this hope their lives were 
given. If strength will work for peace, it is 
our intention to be strong. But material 
strength is insufficient. We need courage to 
face the uncertain future and faith that 
peace is attainable. 


Now that the election is over, the realiza­ 
tion should become more general that no 
system of government will work unless the 
people do. 


In case of fog, turn on the lights, says a 
safety bulletin. Politicians in Washington 
should follow this advice. 


All politicians ought to be for the Amer­ 
ican system. When defeated they don’t lose 
their heads. 


George E. Sokolsky’s 
These Days 


The United States is spending $56 billion 
on war this year; all of Western Europe, 


PUBLISHER including Great Britain, is to spend $12 bil­ 
lion. In addition, the United States is pre­ 
senting to the Western European countries, 
$6 billion. 
The figures in no way represent all the 
costs of the preparation for war. Into those 
figures have to go inflation of prices and 
the economic dislocation of every country 
in the Western world, which becomes a So­ 
viet weapon of war. The greater the dislo­ 
cation, the sooner what the Russians call 
the “ crisis” will hit the Western countries, 
particularly the United States. 
The United States thinks of war a n d 
peace in term s of conventional arm s, con­ 
ventional diplomatic relations and conven­ 
tional treaties. Soviet Russia only employs 
the conventional when it is useful; it in­ 
vents new m eans of achieving an objective, 
no m atter how abhorrent to the rest of the 
world, when such devices serve its pur­ 
poses. 


Thus the “ crisis” is a device of war. It 
is a means of achieving the destruction of 
a people’s will to resist without the enemy 
firing a shot in a war. In Soviet theory, the 
“crisis” can achieve this end at no cost to 
Russia, the objective enemy even paying 
for its own destruction. Such a diabolical 
idea is altogether feasible. 
The British are at this moment going 
through a “crisis,° the result of w h i c h 
| could he that the successor to Winston 
j Churchill m ay be Aneurin Bevan, a Marx- 
I ist whose position is, at present, more Tito- 
j ist than Stalinist; that is, he would accept 
much of the Soviet system but without sac­ 
rificing nationalism, and at a slower pace. 
The distinction is less important than it 
sounds. 


I believe it was Professor Karl Wittfogel 
who once put it, “ If it walks like a duck, 
quacks like a duck, looks like a duck, it is 
j a duck.” 


The “crisis ’ used to be a simple depres­ 
sion in the economy of a nation; now it is 
a device to bleed a country white by forc- 
it into the state of perm anent war — by 
I forcing upon it the cost of maintaining a 
^»tate of war in a period of actual peace. 
F6r instance, the United States regards 
itself at peace now; yet it has about 3.5 
million men under arm s; 
it is actually 
fighting a w ar in Korea; it is involved in 
warlike efforts in Europe, Africa and Asia. 
Its budget is based upon a wartime mili­ 
tary expenditure and the taxes of the peo­ 
ple are on that basis too. 
The Marshall Plan was designed to gain 
allies for the United States in this perm a­ 
nent war by a form of international brib­ 
ery. The Marshall Plan f a i l e d because 
neither the United States nor our allies 
grasped what is now beyond doubt true 
that Soviet Russia viewed the Marshall j 
Plan as an essential aid to Russia for the 
following reasons: 
1. The cost of the Marshall Plan would ' 
weigh heavily upon the American economy 
and therefore would bring on the “ crisis” 
in due course;

Frostbite Is Helped By Drugs 
By HERMAN N. BUNDESEN, M.D. 
j 
W1 are learning more and 
more about the treatm ent and 
prevention of frostbite from the 
m any frostbite casualties among 
our boys fighting in Korea. This 
experience has taught us how to 
prevent 
perm anent 
injury 
in 
more cases. Therefore, we will be 
able to use our knowledge at 
home, for every w inter brings 
severe cases of frostbite in civil­ 
ian life. 
Frostbite occurs when more 
h eat Is lost from a p art of the 
body th an can be supplied by the 
blood. Soaking the feet or cloth­ 
ing with water, or even excessive 
perspiration, make it more likely 
th a t frostbite will occur. Un­ 
avoidable chilling w ithout relief 
for long periods of tim e can also 
freest live tissues. 


Relief Measaree 
It is believed th a t the exces­ 
sive use of tobacco can make 
frostbite more severe by decreas­ 
ing the circulation to the limbs. 
Usually, persistent chilling is 
relieved by eating, shelter, and 
warming, especially while the 
victim Is given a chance to sleep 
Hunger and exhaustion will in ­ 
crease the tendency to frostbite. 
The first symptom of frostbite I 
Is num bness of the limb with a 
prickling sensation. Before thaw ­ 
ing, the frozen p art is white. 
After it thaws, it becomes red and | 
swollen. Though it has only a 
m oderate am ount of heat, it pro- ! 
duces a burning sensation. 
Blistering 
then 
occurs, 
and 
gangrene 
may 
follow 
as 
the 


effects of frostbite progress. Many 
times severe leg ulcers sta rt in 
this way. 
Thawing a frostbitten leg too 
rapidly can prove very danger­ 
ous. A limb should usually be al­ 
lowed to thaw gradually and re­ 
m ain for a couple of days a t a 
tem perature cooler th an the nor­ 
mal room. 
In treating frostbite, penicillin 
and other antibiotic drugs are 
given by the doctor to prevent 
infection 
of 
damaged 
tissues, 
which can begin easily. 
Drugs to Increase the circula­ 
tion to the affected p art have 
proved of great value in severe 
cases. Many times an operation 
on the nerves of the back may 
have to be done to imprpve the 
circulation, and save the leg or 
arm. 
At one time, drugs to prevent 
the blood from clotting were 
thought very helpful in treating 
frostbite, but recently there has 
been much doubt of their value. 
QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 
Mrs. U. W.: Recently I have 
been getting a burning of the eyes 
and eyelids. Would the burning 
be caused by a vitam in defi­ 
ciency? 
Answer: Burning of the eyes 
can be caused by various factors. 
It may be due to an allergy, to 
infection, to a small growth in the 
eye, or it may be due to a lack of 
vitamins, as well as to some dis­ 
order of the body such as anem ia 
or tuberculosis. It would be ad­ 
visable for you to consult your 
physician.

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Round-the-World Ocean Floor Study 
To Be Made by National Geographic

WASHINGTON — An Incredible 
new device which allows men to 
■wim free and unfettered at depths 
of up to nearly 400 feet beneath 
the ocean surface will play a key 
role in a new, round-the-world sci­ 
entific expedition sponsored by the 
National Geographic Society. 
9 
There have been many “breath­ 
ing” masks Invented before, but, 
prior to the new device, called the 
“aqualung,” divers were limited in 
depths to which they could descend 
by the enormous pressures of the 
ocean. 
The aqualung, a mouthpiece, at­ 
tached to a tank of compressed air 
strapped on 
the diver’s 
back, 
breaks this barrier, however. It 
automatically feeds air under enor­ 
mous pressure into the diver’s 
mouth in direct ratio to his depth 
in the ocean. 
The deeper he goes, the higher 
the pressure of the air fed into his 
body. The air keeps the pressure 
inside the swimmer’s body exactly 
equal to that outside so that he 
feels no more discomfort under the 
tremendous pressures than does a 
fish—or even a man on the beach. 
For example, a diver 132 feet 
beneath the surface—a shallow 
depth using the aqualung—has a 
pressure of 74 pounds on every 
square inch of his body but the 
high pressure air inside it is ex­ 
actly the same. He feels no more 
ill at ease than you do sitting at 
home reading this in your favorite 
newspaper. 
The new device will be used in 
the s o c i e t y ’s round-the-world 
study of the ocean floors. The ex­ 
pedition will take four years. Dur­ 
ing the first two, the expedition 
will work in the Sargasso sea of 
the South Atlantic, the waters ofT 
Bermuda, the mouth of the Ama- 
aon river, the coast of Patagonia 
and the cold and cheerless Wedell 
sea. 
• • • 
THE SECOND two will see the 
explorers off New Zealand, in the 
Ross sea of the Antarctic, along 
the Great Barrier Reef, the Ara­ 
bian sea, the coast of India, both 
shores of Africa, and in many 
exotic places between. 
Sponsoring expeditions to ex­ 
plore the bottom of the sea may 
seem like pretty heady stuff to 
most of us, but to the geographers, 
It’s hardly spectacular at all—at 
least compared with many of the 
treks they have sponsored. 
The society’s flag was with 
Robert Peary when he discovered 
the North Pole, with Adas. Richard 
E. Byrd at the North and South 
Poles. It soared to the highest 
altitude reached by man, 13.71 
miles into the stratosphere in 1935, 
and it reached the lowest depths of 
the sea ever attained by man, 
8,028 feet with Dr. William Beebe 
In 1934.

The National Geographic Society 
was formed in 1888 and now has 
the staggering total of two million 
members—almost every hamlet in 
the United States has one or more 
members. One of its early presi­ 
dents was Alexander Graham Bell, 
the inventor of the telephone. 
One common tie seems to bind 
all members of the Geography So­ 
ciety—the love of adventure. It 
has sponsored hundreds of expedi­ 
tions to all parts of the world. Its 
first expedition to the region of 
Mt. St. Elias, Alaska, in 1890, dis­ 
covered Mount Logan, the second 
highest peak in North America. 
Another expedition to Mexico in 
1939 discovered the oldest work of 
man yet found in the New World, 
a stone slab bearing a Mayan date 
interpreted as Nov. 4, 291 B. C. 
• 
• 
* 
IT HAS backed hundreds of treks 
to remote places to bring back 
rare birds and animals and has 
sent scientists all over the globe 
to study eclipses of the sun and 
moon. 
The society discovered an eighth 
wonder of the world—The Valley 
of Ten Thousand Smokes—after 
the eruption of the world’s largest 
crater, Mount Katmai, in Alaska. 
The society’s conservation work 
has placed the nation greatly in 


its debt. It purchased and presented 
to the government in 1920 2,239 
acres of the finest sequoia and 
other trees in the Giant Forest of 
Sequoia National Park, Calif. And 
it also initiated the campaign for 
the Shenandoah National Park 
with private donations. 
The society’s map of Germany 
was used by Gen. Dwight D. Eisen­ 
hower to chart his invasion across 
that nation in World War II, and 
a letter from Fleet Adm. Chester 
W. Nimitz is the pride of the 
group’s mapmakers. It tells how 
one of the society’s maps of the 
Pacific ocean enabled his B-17, lost 
in a driving rainstorm, to reach 
Henderson Field, Guadalcanal, in 
the dark days of 1942. 
During the late war, the so­ 
ciety’s maps were the only accur­ 
ate ones in existence of many re­ 
mote areas of the world which, 
through the fortunes of war, were 
to become battlegrounds. 
“Our membership of two million 
persons in a society whose objects 
are entirely scientific and educa­ 
tional, in which the bond is intel­ 
lectual, not religious nor fraternal 
nor social, shows that the spirit of 
adventure and the desire to le&ra 
and help research are universal,” 
declares Dr. Gilbert Grosvenor, 
president of the society today.

Many farmers actually have been 
forced into buying and reclaiming 
‘poor” or "fringe” lane, simply 
because prices of good land are out 
of their reach. It does take money 
to reclaim land, of course, but the 
venture is paying off.

Here’s the story from a few of 
the many states where "second- 
rate” land has become the modern 
frontier for alert farmers. 
Missouri: 
Formerly considered 
the southern fringe of the Cornbelt, 
Missouri is coming into its o wn . 
Farmers are spending from $30 to 
$50 an acre for plant food, a n d 
often they’re raising more corn, 
wheat, soybeans, oats, and pasture 
per acre than their neighbors on 
the west, north and east. Th o • e 
neighbors farm land costing them 
two to four times as much as the 
Missouri hill acres. Key to improv­ 
ed land is the popular use of soil 
testing laboratories.

* 
NORTH CAROLINA: Crop rota­ 
tion, terracing and sod farming are 
all being used to rebuild wornout 
land. Beef cattle producers increas­ 
ed by over 11 percent during 1951 
in this state of good pasture-rais 
ing climate. 
Nebraska: There will soon be 1.5 
million acres of irrigated land in 
Nebraska, good for production of 
row crops and pasturage. Newly- 
developed land sells at from $20 to 
$60 an acre, with clearing costs 
running from $10 to $50 per acre. 
M i c h i g a n : Loamy sands of 


Northern Michigan are being trans­ 
formed into p r o d u c t i v e land 
through applications of lime and 
green-manure. 
Farmers 
who’ve 
done it say the cost is about $45 an 
acre, including the initial cost of 
the land. 
In many sections of Northern 
Michigan, the prospect of cash 
crops plus the established dairying 
give farmers good reason for their 
talk of a bright future.

WINNIPEG (AP)—Professor R. 
A. Wardle of the University of 
Manitoba says a hog in the house 
would make a useful pet. 
The zoology department chair­ 
man told a veterinary association 
meeting that the hog, for one thing, 
would dispose of "those lawn grass 
clippings you dump secretly at 
night on someone else’s lot.” Prof. 
Wardle said he had read that one 
pound of lawn clippings is equal to 
three pounds of meal. 
"The hog is undoubtedly intelli­ 
gent and I imagine he could easily 
be house-trained. I see no reason 
why, in time, we should not have 
some quite desirable varieties of 
pigs sitting on our doorsteps.”

MACKINAC CITY, Mich. — The 
world’s second longest suspension 
tetddge, o single soaring spider-web 
steel 3.800 feet long, is about to 
become a reality. 
And for the first time since 
thundering glaciers pushed across 
the midwest eons ago, Michigan’s 
two peninsulas will be chained In 
’ a year-round, ice-free grip. 
For 70 years, industrialists, min­ 
ing tycoons, engineers and just 
plain John Touriat have chafed, 
first at walking the ice-choked 
fg'Sits of Mackinac and, later, at 
waiting for a chugging corps of 
state-owned ferries, jammed either 
by ice or the vehicles which sought 
to use them. 
But by Jan. 1, 1958, the first of 
millions of motorists will skim the 
live-mile straits on an airborne, 
four-lane highway m just under 10 
minutes. 
He'll climb high into the sky on 
a series of spans aa tall as a 13- 
etery building, flash past mighty 
¿feel towers rearing 600 feet in 
the air, then motor across a le- 


curs highway suspended in midair 
on a span second only in length 
to the Golden Gate bridge at San 
Francisco. 
Cables two feet thick will sup­ 
port him aloft, then permit him to 
dip gently to the opposite shore of 
a current-torn path if water he 
may not even see as he crosses. 
• 
* 
• 
MILLIONS of tons of ice and 
winds at speeds of 70 miles per 
hour, which once barred his pas­ 
sage across the straits, will pass 
little-noticed. 
A dream? Not quite. 
For by the end of this year, con­ 
tracts for the mighty structure 
probably will be let. Financial ar­ 
rangements 
for 
the 
$90,000,000 
bridge already are nearin'g comple­ 
tion. Engineers already are being 
consulted. The state of Michigan 
already has allocated $2,000,000 
for plans. 
The bridge Ls considered so vital 
by giants of industry that vast de­ 
velopment plana for 
Michigan’s 
Upper Peninsula are tied to it. So 
bright is its future that New York 
engineers Coverdale and Colpitts 
have 
revised 
estimates 
of 
the 


length of time the bridge can ba 
paid for from 50 years to 20. 
An estimated 2,500,000 persons 
will use the bridge in 195$; 20 
years later, traffic and revenue will 
have doubled and the bridge will 
be debt-free. 
A mile-long mole, in place at the 
St. Ignace, Mich., northern tar- 
minus of the bridge, will be used 
as a construction base for the 
northern approach to the main 
span. 
Huge pre-fabncated truss spans 
will be lifted Into place on a doten 
smaller piers, slashing design and 
construction time. - 
Defense-wise, the straits bridge 
will provide an alternate to the 
vital Soo locks on the St. Mary’s 
river, over which important raw 
materials can be trucked in the 
event of air attack against the 
locks.

WONDERFUL drug« and 
cine§ have cotnrolled most of the 
infections and epidemics w h i c h 
used to kill many infants and chil­ 
dren. Yet none of these modern 
miracles have increased the life 
expectancy of middle-aged persons. 
During the last haW century when 
20 years were added to the life ex 
pectancy of the average baby in 
the United States, less than a week 
was added for persons of 50. 
In the early 1900’s the m a j o r 
causes of death were tuberculosis, 
pneumonia, and diarrhea enteritis. 
Sipce then the shift has been to­ 
ward degenerative diseases of the 
aged: heart and circulatory dis­ 
eases, cancer and nephritis. 
In the middle years of life, dis­ 


eases of the heart and blood veaaela 
have killed more than bave all oth­ 
er killers together, including can­ 
cer and deaths due to accidents and 
wars. 
The average person in the United 
States today is about four inches 
taller than his colonial ancestors 
were Men entering New England 
colleges in the 186tTs averaged 5 
feet 7 inches. 
Half a century later their av­ 
erage height was 5 feet 9 inches, 
and after another twenty years, 
in the early 193©’« It was 5 feet 
11 inches, according to Laurance 
Farmer, writing in a r e c e n t 
"Harper’s." 
Whereas drugs have been used 
successfully with a very few per­ 
sons to check or accelerate growth 
in height, stature is primarily an 
inherited trait and depends upon 
the genes. Unfortunately, m a n y 
parents and other relatives make 
very tall or very short children or 
youths unhappy by silly remarks 
about the matter. 
Our problem as parents is to help 
our children to accept their height 


and adjust themselves emotionally 
to it. 
Q. Don’t you think an occasional 
shopping trip with Mother or • fish­ 
ing or hunting trip with F a t h e r 
might be of more value to the child 
than a day in school? 
A. It might indeed. But we must 


remember that as so many dLfidfea 
and their parents will "chlael," the 
school must ba pretty strict in 
these matters. We can gals the 
good and prevent the probable lisa 
to the child and the school by tak­ 
ing up such matters with the 
er beforehand.

While all eyes are different, there 
are certain general rules of visual 
development which apply to norm al 
children.

H ere’s the usual tim etable of de­ 
velopm ent, approxim ately speak­ 
ing: 
T hree m onths old — The baby 
spontaneously looks at his hands.

Six m onths — The child begins to 
grasp the larger objects he sees. 
He has acquired side vision.

E ighteen m onths — He can dis­

T hree years — Through the asso­ 
ciation of 
m em ory 
with 
m anual 
and visual coordination, he is able 
to solve sim ple puzzles and do c e r­ 
tain experim ental tasks. 
F our years — He senses height, 
w idth, and depth. 
Five or six years — The child be­ 
gins to discrim inate betw een dif­ 
ferent color shades, and between 
the norm al and the abnorm al in or­ 
dinary objects and scenes. 
Seven years — His accom m oda­ 
tion (ability to adjust his eyes for 
different distances) is good enough 
to perm it sustained close work. 
A parent should leave his child to 
the child’s own inclinations and ob­ 
serve w hether he develops along 
these general lines.

IT MAY not be so im portant to 
correct sm all degree» of astigm a­ 
tism in the preschool child as in the 
older child.

Wednesday night they threw 
hark two 150-man Red jabs at Al­ 
lied positions on Sniper, one in 
40 minutes of hand to hand fight­ 
ing in the flare of huge UN 
searchlights. 
But they failed to throw Chinese 
Communists off the Yoke, a maze 
bf tunnels and caves at the north­ 
e r n end of Sniper which has been 
the key to firm control of the im­ 
portant ridge. 
Republic of Korea troops regain­ 
ed all the ground they lost to fur­ 
ious Red 
artillery-supported 
as­ 
saults Tuesday night.

Pinpoint Hill, dominant height on 
Sniper Ridge, retaken by a five 
hour infantry assault preceded by 
hour-long aitiliery barrage.

Jane Russell Hill, on the north­ 
east edge of Triangle, recaptured 
in a counter attack that began at 
dawn.

Once they had secured the crest 
f r f Pinpoint, elements of three Rok 
regiments drove northward against 
the Yoke, taking part of it in a 
blast-them out, burn-them-out bat­ 
tle against entrenched Reds. 
But the South Koreans were 
forced to withdraw before dark. 
The Yoke is a virtually impreg­ 
nable redoubt at night. 
Firm Allied 
control of Sniper 
Ridge has been impossible with the 
Yoke’s tunnels and caves in the 
glands of the Reds. It was from 
those underground caverns that 
Chinese reinforcements poured to­ 
day at the height of the battle for 
Pinpoint.

Living Skin 
Sprinkled On 
Burns Possible* 


ST. LOUIS, NOV. 12 — l.R-New 
skin sprinkled from a salt shaker 
to cover burns is a prospect raised 
in a report to the National Acad­ 
emy of Sciences. 
The skin would be quick-frozen, 
dried under a vacuum, then pow­ 
dered and stored under vacuum. 
But the skin would remain alive, 
able to provide a living cover as a 
first step in skin-grafting over s ^ 
vere burns. 
The possibility is foreseen in suc­ 
cess in freeze-drying influenza vir­ 
us and other tissues, and finding 
it still alive some time later. 
This work was described by Dr. 
Donald Greiff, professor of biology 
at St. Louis University. He used a 
specially-built apparatus to freeze 
the virus or tissue with dry ice and 
acetone, and dry it under low pres­ 
sure to vaporize the liquid. Cooped 
ating in the project are Ors. Hen­ 
ry Pinkerton. Herman Blumenthal 
and Masahiro Chiga. 
Glycerine is a second possibility 
for suspended animation of living 
tissues kept in cold storage. It can 
act like an anti freeze to p reserve 
frozen tissues;

It is certain that past, present 
and potential combat men are ardent for 
peace. 


The United States thinks of war a n d 
peace in terms of conventional arms, con­ 
ventional diplomatic relations and conven­ 
tional treaties. Soviet Russia only employs 
the conventional when it is useful; it in­ 
vents new means of achieving an objective, 
no matter how abhorrent to the rest of the 
world, when such devices serve its pur­ 
poses.

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Round-the-World Ocean Floor Study 
To Be Made by National Geographic 


By DAVID A. H flliR

WASHINGTON — An Incredible 
new device which allows men to 
swim free and unfettered at depths 
of up to nearly 400 feet beneath 
the ocean surface will play a Key 
role in a new, round-the-world sci­ 
entific expedition sponsored by the 
National Geographic Society. 


There have been many “breath­ 
ing" masks invented before, but, 
prior to the new device, called the 
“aqualung," divers were limited in 
depths to which they could descend 
by the enormous pressures of the 
ocean. 


The aqualung, a mouthpiece, at­ 
tached to a tank of compressed air 
strapped 
on 
the 
diver’s 
back, 
breaks this barrier, however. 
It 
automatically feeds air under enor­ 
mous 
pressure into the diver’s 
mouth in direct ratio to his depth 
in the ocean. 
The deeper he goes, the higher 
the pressure of the air fed into hts 
body. The air keeps the pressure 
inside the swimmer’s body exactly 
equal to that outside so that he 
feels no more discomfort under the 
tremendous pressures than does a 
fish—or even a man on the beach. 
For example, a diver 132 feet 
beneath 
the surface—a 
shallow 
depth using the aqualung—has a 
pressure of 74 pounds on every 
square inch of hi* body but the 
high pressure air inside it is ex­ 
actly the same. He feels no more 
iii at ease than you do sitting at 
home reading this in your favorite 
newspaper. 
The new device will be used In 
the s o c i e t y ’ s round-the-world 
study of the ocean floors. The ex­ 
pedition will take four years. Dur­ 
ing the first two, the expedition 
will work in the Sargasso sea of 
the South Atlantic, the waters off 
Bermuda, the mouth of the Ama­ 
zon river, the coast of Patagonia 
and the cold and cheerless Iredell 
sea.

THE SECOND two will see the 
explorers off New Zealand, in the 
Ross sea of the Antarctic, along 
the Great Barrier Reef, the Ara­ 
bian sea, the coast of India, both 
shores of Africa, and in many 
exotic places between. 
Sponsoring expedition* to ex­ 
plore the bottom of the sea may 
seem like pretty heady stuff to 
most of us, but to the geographers. 
It's hardly spectacular at all—at 
least compared with many of the 
treks they have sponsored. 
The 
society’s 
flag 
was 
with 
Robert Peary when he discovered 
the North Pole, with Adm. Richard 
E. Byrd at the North and South 
Poles. 
It soared to the highest 
altitude reached 
by man, 13.71 
miles into the stratosphere In 1035, 
and it reached the lowest depths of 
the sea ever attained by man. 
3,028 feet with Dr. William Beebe 
in 1934.

The National Geographic Society 
was formed in 1888 and now has 
the staggering total of two million 
members—almost every hamlet in 
the United States has one or more 
members. One of its early presi­ 
dents was Alexander Graham Bell, 
the inventor of the telephone. 
One common tie seems to bind 
all members of the Geography So­ 
ciety—the love of adventure. 
It 
has sponsored hundreds of expedi­ 
tions to all parts of the world. Its 
first expedition to the region of 
Mt. St. Elias, Alaska, in 1890, dis­ 
covered Mount Logan, the second 
highest peak in North America. 
Another expedition to Mexico in 
1039 discovered the oldest work of 
man yet found in the New World, 
a stone slab bearing a Mayan date 
interpreted as Nov. 4, 291 B. C. 


IT HAS backed hundreds of treks 
to remote places to bring back 
rare birds and animals and has 
sent scientists a1! over the globe 
to study eclipses' of the sun and 
moon. 
The society discovered an eighth 
wonder of the world—The Valley 
of Ten Thousand Smokes—after 
the eruption of the world’s largest 
crater. Mount Katmai, in Alaska. 
The society’s conservation work 
has placed the nation greatly In 


its debt. It purchased and presented 
to the government in 1920 2,239 
acres of the finest sequoia and 
other trees in the Giant Forest of 
Sequoia National Park, Calif. And 
it also initiated the campaign for 
the 
Shenandoah 
National 
Park 
with private donations. 
The society’s map of Germany 
was used by Gen. Dwight D. Eisen­ 
hower to chart his invasion across 
that nation in We "id War II, and 
a letter from Flee*, Adm. Chester 
W. Nimitx is the pride of the 
group’s mapmakers. It tells how 
one of the society’s maps of the 
Pacific ocean enabled his B-17, lost 
in a driving rainstorm, to reach 
Henderson Field, Guadalcanal, In 
the dark days of 1942. 
During the late war. the so­ 
ciety’s maps were the only accur­ 
ate ones in existence of many re­ 
mote areas of the world which, 
through the fortunes of war, were 
to become battlegrounds. 
“Our membership of two million 
person* in a society whose objects 
are entirely scientific and educa- 
! tlonal, in which the bond is intel- 
j lectual, not religious nor fraternal 
I nor social, shouts that the spirit of 
i adventure and the desire to learn 
J and help research are universal," 
declares 
Dr. 
Gilbert 
Grosvenor, 
I president of the society today.

MACKINAC CITY. Midi. - T h e 
world’s second longest suspension 
l^idge. a single soaring spider-web 
* steel 3.800 feet long, ta about to 
become a reality. 
And for the first time since 
thundering glaciers pushed across 
the midwest eons ago, Michigan’s 
two peninsulas will be chained In 
a year-round, ice-free grip. 
For 70 years, industrialists, min­ 
ing tycoons, engineers and just 
plain John Tourist have chafed, 
first at walking the ice-choked 
JR’aits of Mackinac and, later, at 
waiting for a chugging corps of 
state-owned ferries, jammed either 
by ice or the vehicles which sought 
to use them. 
But by Jan. I, 1958, the first of 
millions of motorists will skim the 
five-mile straits on an airborne, 
four-lanc highway in just under IO 
minutes. 
He ll climb high into the sky on 
a series of spans as tall as a 13- 
sG»ry building, flash past mighty 
sfeel towers rearing 600 feet in 
the air, then motor across a le- 


cure highway suspended in midair 
on a span second only in length 
to the Golden Gate bridge at San 
Francisco. 
Cables two feet thick will sup­ 
port him aloft, then permit him to 
dip gently to the opposite shore of 
a current-torn path af water he 
may not even see as he crosses. 
rn rn

MILLIONS of tons of i< e and 
winds at speeds of 70 miles per 
hour, which once barred his pas­ 
sage across the straits, will pass 
little-noticed. 
A dream? Not quite. 
For by the end of this year, con­ 
tracts for the mighty structure 
probably will be let Financial ar­ 
rangements 
for 
the 
$90,000,000 
bridge already are nearing comple­ 
tion. Engineers already are being 
consulted. The state of Michigan 
already has allocated $2,000,000 
for plana, 
The bridge Is considered so vital 
by giants of industry that vast de­ 
velopment plana for 
Michigan’s 
Upper Peninsula are tied to it 
So 
bright is its future that New York 
engineers Cloverdale and Colpitis 
have 
revised 
estimates 
of 
the 


length of time the bridge can be 
paid for from 50 years to 20. 
An es tim" ted 2.500,000 persons 
will use the bridge in 1958; 20 
years later, traffic and revenue will 
have doubled and the bridge will 
be debt-free. 
A mile-long mole, in place at the 
St. Ignace, Mich., northern ter­ 
minus of the bridge, will be used 
as a construction base for th# 
northern approach to the main 
span. 
Huge pre-fabricated truss spans 
will be lifted Into place on a dozen 
smaller piers, slashing design and 
construction time. 
Defense-wise, the straits bridge 
will provide nn alternate to the 
vital goo locks on the St. Mary’s 
river, over which important raw 
materials can be trucked in the 
event of air attack against the 
locka.

The average baby born in 
the

WONDERFUL drugs and vac­ 
cines have cotnrolled most of the 
infections and epidemics w h i c h 
used to kill many infants and chil­ 
dren.

20 years were added to the life ex 
pectancy of the average baby in 
the United States, less than a week 
was added for persona of SO. 
In the early 1900’s the m a j o r 
causes of death were tuberculosis, 
! pneumonia, and diarrhea enteritis. 
Sipcc then the shift has been to­ 
ward degenerative diseases of the 
aged: heart and circulatory dis­ 
eases, cancer and nephritis 
In the middle years of life, dis­ 


eases of the heart and blood vessels 
have killed more than have all oth 
er killers together, including can­ 
cer and deaths due to accidents and 
wars. 
The average person in the United 
States today is about four inches 
tailer than his colonial ancestors 
were Men entering New England 
colleges In the 786b*s averaged 5 
feet 7 inches. 
Half a century later their av­ 
erage height was 5 feet 9 incite*, 
and after another twenty years, 
in the early I930’i It was 5 feet 
ll inches, according to Laurance 
Farm er, writing in a r e c e n t 
“ Harper’s.” 
Whereas drugs have been used 
successfully with a very few per­ 
son^ to check or accelerate growth 
in height, stature is prim arily an 
inherited trait and depends upon 
the genes. Unfortunately, m a n y 
parents and other relatives make 
very tall or very short children or 
youths unhappy by silly rem arks 
about the matter. 
Our problem as parents is to help 
our children to accept their height 


and adjust themselves emotionally 
to it. 
j 
Q Don't you think an occasional 
shopping trip with Mother or a fish­ 
ing or hunting trip with F a t h e r 
might be of more value to the child 
than a day in school? 
A. It might indeed. But we must 


remember that as so many Children 
and their parents will “chisel,” the 
school must be pretty strict in 
these matters. We can gain the 
good and prevent the probable lees 
; to the child and the school by tak­ 
ing up such m atters with the teach­ 
er beforehand.

home that a hydrogen bomb was 
exploded on a South Pacific atoll 
recently. 
The Michigan City News-Dis­ 
patch printed parts of the letter 
Tuesday but did not identify the 
writer, a sailor, or his parents. 
Other eye-witness accounts have 
been published in Los Angeles 
and Lima, O. 
The sailor wrote that the bomb 
was hauled from San Francisco to 
the Marshall Islands

tions. While it was in port, he said. I

The sailor said the bomb was p u t i 
in a compartment, the door welded' 
shut and chains welded across the 
door.

■ 4. Ultimately the European pow- 
ers would turn against the United 
States, as a result of European 
prosperity, because the U n i t e d 
States cannot absorb the productiv­ 
ity of cheap European laboi with­ 
out increasing 
unemployment 
in 
the United States; 
5. Thus far, since 1930, the United 
States has found no formula for its 
unemployment problem except war 
and the preparation of war; there­ 
fore. the “ crisis” must come to the 
United States because war is ac­ 
tually more costly and debilitating 
than unemployment, although not 
as unpopular. 
This has been Russian 
guiding 
reasoning for many years. T h e 
United States has not developed a 
counter-policy, but has met imme­ 
diate challenges by spontaneous re­ 
actions. This, the Marshall-Acheson 
method, is now generally accepted 
as bankrupt and was not defended 
in any important manner by the 
Democrats during the campaign. 
It is this policy which requires 
immediate revision, accompanied 
by a decision to wrest the initiative 
from Soviet Russia. 
It will take a Talleyrand or a Dis­ 
raeli to accomplish this; yet, less 
than that can be fatal.

Spontaneous 


Sight Begins 


At 3 Months 


Longer Life Span 
Today Demanding 
Increased Care 


While all eyes are different, there 


are certain general rules of visual 


development which apply to normal 
children. 


And the careful parent should 
check 
his 
child 
agai st 
these 
rules. In order lo detect any ab­ 
normalities promptly. 


Here'* the usual timetable of de­ 
velopment, 
approximately 
speak­ 
ing: 


Three months old — The baby 
spontaneously looks at his hands. 
Four months — Coordination of 
the two eyes is established. 
Six months — The child begins to 
grasp the larger objects he 
sees. 
lie has acquired side vision. 


NINE MONTHS — The youngster 
has 
learned 
to 
coordinate 
both 
hands 
independently 
with 
both 
eyes. 
Eighteen months — Ile can dis­ 
tinguish between near and interme­ 
diate distances, and is fascinated 
by moving objects. 
Two years — Definite signs of 
color percept ion are shown. 
The 
youngster frequently scribbles with 
a pencil, to express the pictures 
that his memory is building up. 
Three years — Through the asso­ 
ciation of 
memory 
with 
manual 
and visual coordination, he is able 
to solve simple puzzles and do cer­ 
tain experimental tasks. 


Four years — Ile senses height, 
width, and depth. 


Five or six years — The child be­ 
gins to discriminate between dif­ 
ferent color shades, and between 
the normal and the abnormal in or­ 
dinary objects and scenes. 
Seven years — His accommoda­ 
tion lability to adjust his eyes for 
different distances) is good enough 
to permit sustained close work. 
A parent should leave his child to 
the child’s own inclinations and ob­ 
serve whether he develops along 
these general lines. 
If there are serious deviations, a 


vision specialist should be consult- 
ed. 
* • • 


IT MAY not be so important to 
correct small degrees of astigma­ 
tism in the preschool child as in the 
older child. But unless nearsighted­ 
ness and farsightedness are cor­ 
rected in 
the 
very early 
years, 
mental development will be retard­ 
ed. 
Today’s lengthening life span also 
calls for special attention to the vi­ 
sion of 
middle-aged 
and 
elderly: 
people. 
There are now more than 50 mil­ 
lion Americans over 45 years o ld ,, 
many of them members of the la- 1 
bor force. And the great majority I 
of people in this age group have a 
definite need for eye-care, particu­ 
larly if they do eye-taxing work. 


New attitudes 
are 
being 
de­ 
veloped toward aged and aging 
people. It is beginning to be rec­ 
ognized that they are helped by 
keeping 
themselves 
occupied 
physically and mentally, and that 
their capabilities have real eco­ 
nomic value to society. 


However, 
as 
everyone 
knows, 
there 
is 
still 
much 
prejudice 
against employing men and women 
in the older age brackets. A good 
deal of this may be the result of 
long-ago 
experience 
with 
aging 
workers who failed to take proper i 
care of their vision. 
In some cases, their neglect was 
due to the notion that glasses would 
stamp them as old and disabled 
and 
might 
affect 
their 
employ-' 
ment. But it w as their lack of eye-1 
care that actually impaired their 
work 
and, 
consequently, 
their 
standing. 
Nowadays,
